RAIL LINE 
UPGRADE 
SESSIONS 


DROP-IN sessions are being held 
for residents to find out more about 
works to improve the London 
Overground route between Gospel 
Oak and Barking. 

Major upgrade work to the line 
will start from June as part of 
Network Rail’s Railway Upgrade 
Plan. 

An eight-month closure of the rail¬ 
way is needed to carry out the work. 
Ahead of the closure, a series of ses¬ 
sions are being held from Monday, 
April 18 to Thursday, May 5. 

Staff will be at a different stations 
during the evening peak (4pm- 
7pm) to meet passengers, answer 
questions and explain the works as 
well as details of alternative travel 
arrangements. 

The project, which is funded by 
the Department for Transport and 
Transport for London (TfL), is 
being delivered by Network Rail. 

It will see TfL introduce new 
four-carriage electric trains to 
replace the existing two-carriage 
diesel trains from January 2018. 

Network Rail will be carrying out 
the work to electrify the line in two 
phases. 

From Saturday, June 4 to Sunday 
September, 25 there will be no ser¬ 
vice between South Tottenham and 
Barking, whilst trains will run on 
weekdays between Gospel Oak and 
South Tottenham, but not at week¬ 
ends. 

TfL will be providing rail 
replacement buses which will oper¬ 
ate along the route. 

From Monday, September 26, to 
February 2017, there will be a full 
closure from Gospel Oak to Barking. 

Network Rail’s route managing 
director, Richard Schofield, said: 
“We know this is a big change for 
people as we carry out the improve¬ 


ments and that’s why we wanted to 
get out and have staff at every sta¬ 
tion to meet passengers and local 
residents and answer any questions 
they may have. We’ll also explain 
the complexity of the work and the 
need for an eight-month closure.” 

In order to electrify the railway, 
overhead wires and structures will be 
installed as well as the construction 
of three new switching stations. 

To make room for this new infra¬ 
structure, four sections of the track 
will be lowered, four bridges rebuilt 
and a further six modernised. 

TfL will also be lengthening plat¬ 
forms and enhancing stations to 
accommodate the longer trains. 

Network Rail has already started 
work on the foundations for the 


structures that will carry the over¬ 
head wires. 

Mike Stubbs, TfL’s director of 
London Overground, said: “This 
work will allow us to run new 
longer walk-through trains on the 
line from January 2018, doubling 
capacity along the route. 

“We recognise that there will be 
disruption to customers while the 
upgrade work is carried out and I’d 


like to thank them for their patience 
in advance. We will continue to 
work closely with Network Rail to 
see if the timescales they set out 
can be reduced.” 

From February 2017 onwards fur¬ 
ther works to have the line ready for 
electric trains will take place during 
evenings and weekends only and 
will be completed by the end of 
June 2017.

Family’s tribute 
to police officer 
killed on M25 


A MAN killed in a road colli¬ 
sion on the M25 was a serving 
police officer with the Met’s 
royal protection squad. 

Police were called shortly 
before 9pm on Thursday, 
March 31, to reports of a crash 
on the M25 anti-clockwise car¬ 
riageways between junctions 
29 Codham hall Wood and 28 
near Brentwood. 

Officers and the London 
Ambulance Service attended 
and found a 48-year-old man 
who was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Following formal identifica¬ 
tion, the dead man has been 
named as Sgt David Jennings, 
who served in the Metropolitan 
Police Service’s Royalty and 
Specialist Protection 

Command. 

A post-mortem examination 
took place on Friday, April 1, 
at Queen’s Hospital Mortuary, 
Romford, and police are await¬ 
ing the results. 

In a statement, Sgt Jennings’s 
family said: “We have lost a 
devoted father, husband, broth¬ 
er and son who was depend¬ 
able, hard working and com¬ 
pletely rooted to his family.

“He was committed to his job 
and was loved and respected by 
his family and friends. 

“He will be deeply missed 
and the world will be a darker 
place without him.” 

Chief Superintendent Bert 
Moore, of the Royalty and 
Specialist Protection 

Command, said: “Dave was a 
consummate professional who 


displayed all that is good about 
the Metropolitan Police. 

“He was my staff officer so I 
saw daily the commitment he 
gave to the force. 

“His death will be keenly felt 
by his colleagues and friends 
and our thoughts are with his 
family at this time.” 

Detectives believe that Sgt 
Jennings’s car collided with the 
central reservation and he 
pulled over to a stop on the 
hard shoulder. 

He got out of his car and a 
heavy goods vehicle collided 
with him. 

The lorry driver stopped 
briefly but did not remain at 
the scene. 

On Friday, April 1, a 28-year- 
old man was arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of causing death by care¬ 
less driving and has been 
bailed to a date in July. 

Detectives continue to appeal 
for any drivers travelling on the 
M25 at the time, who may have 
witnessed any part of the inci¬ 
dent, to contact them.
